100, .Aug. 15 —To the "tenderfeet" 
among the 13 passengers making 
the cruise to England aboard this 
huge sky liner, the trip today 
seemed more and more like a 
continuous dream conceived in a 
modern chapter of Arabian nights. 


On every side of us stretches 


a tossing ocean hidden alternately 
by immense banks of clouds that 
terrify the unsuspecting as the 
nose of the ship suddenly plunges 
like a speeding arrow straight in- 
to -their midst, blotting everything 
from view. In a few moments, 
perhaps, the blanket slips asunder 
and sunlight again drenches 
the 


ship. The same held true during 
the night, when most of the pas- 
sengers remained up late admiring
